gountry, the president is standing firm for the 
principle which he enunciated in his message 
to congress. The reduction in the rate the 
president does not consider important. What 
he is concerned about is the extension of the 

ment control over the corporations 
doing an interstate business. This is the first 
step in the plan of economic reform for which 
be proposes to make his administration 
potable. 

Mr. Taft believes that with the publicity 
feature of the provision he drafted in con- 
guitation with the members of his cabinet 
and Senator Root he will be in a position to 
obtain facts in regard to the way in which 
the corporations conduct their business that 
will be valuable in enabling government elim- 
ination of abuses injurious to the people. 


Decision Made After Inquiry. 

The president has Yonsidered with great 
care the views expressed in the senate and in 
telegrams and letters he has received in 
favor of and against the corporationtax. In 
his judgment, however, the advantages out- 
weigh the disadvantages, and he believes it 
would be a good policy to enact his recom- 
mendation. 

Nor should the fact be lost sight of that if 
the president were to abandon the corpora- 
tion tax at this juncture the charge would 
be leveled against him that he made the 
recommendation only for the purpose of kill- 
ing the income tax and drawing from the 
standpatters in the senate the fire of criti- 
cism which their general increase of the 
house rates provoked. 

It would be easy, consequently, for Mr. 
Taft to place himself in an equivocal posi- 
tion. He does not propose to permit him- 

- gelf to be so embarrassed. He is unchanged 

in big stand in spite of the fact that he was 
told by Representative Payne at a confer- 
ence last rer ernibers 
of the house conference committee were be- 
ing deluged with protests against the cor- 
poration tax. These protests come for the 
most part from corporations which have 
been organized for a more convenient con- 
duct of comparatively small business opera- 
tions, As has been stated, the objection of 
Mr. Taft to the Clapp amendment, applying 
the tax to the holding companies, is that 
it involves the principle of a double taxation, 
and in his view such a provision would im- 
peril the constitutionality of the entire 
amendment. 


Holding Companies Face Fire. 

It probably will give some slight satisfac- 
tion to the small corporation to know that 
under the. Taft plan of reform the holding 
companies will not escape. The president is 
understood to be giving consideration to 
this aspect of corporate existence, and in his 
forthcoming annual message will present 
some well considered ideas respecting their 
regulation and control, : 

For the sake of clearness in examining into 
the character of the evils and abuses which 
need restraint and punishment the president 
long ago divided the corporations guilty of 
them into industrial corporations, organized 
for the purpose of manufacture and sale of 
merchandise, and into railroad and other cor- 
porations organized for the transportation 
of passengers and goods. 

Mr. Taft does not believe that the anti-trust 
law is sufficiently full of useful details in the 
description of the offenses which were de- 
nounced in that act. He does not lose sight 
of the fact that all corporations doing a 
commercial business are engaged in inter- 
state commerce, and if they all were required 
to take out a federal license, or a federal 
charter, the burden upon the interstate bust- 
nets of the cuuntry would become intolerable. 


Taft Urges Double Prosecution. 

During the campaign he stated he be- 
Heved it to be necessary, therefore, to devise 
some means for classifying and insuring the 
federal supervision of such corporations as 
have the power and temptation to effect re- 
straints of interstate trade and monopoly. 
Such corporations constitute a small per- 
centage of those engaged in interstate busi-

TWOFOLD ASSAULT 
ON PARK SHOWS 


Police and Order League Fall 
Out and Each Starts War 
on Amusement Parks; 
Two Arrests Made. 


BAD DISPLAYS RETAINED 


Investigation by “‘The Tribune”’ 
Discloses Failure to Re- 
form Objectionable 
Performances. 


Two campaigns against vulgar and im- 
moral shows in amusement parks were 
launched yesterday. 

Early in the day the promoters of the en- 
terprises found joy in the discovery that 
Acting Chief of Police Hieerman Schuwuettler 
and Arthur Burrage Farwell, president of 
the Law and Order league, had fallen out 
over their methods of attack. Their rejoic- 
ings ceased when they learned that the dis- 
pute meant a double warfare against them. 

Mr. Fanwell cut loose from the police and 
breathed threats of court procedure for revo- 
cations of licenses against the proprietors of 
the parks. He said his adoption of an inde- 
pendent course was due to the failure of the 
police to suppress the glaring evils of the 
parks. Just how far the Law and Order 
league was prepared to go in an independent 
campaign he wculd not say. 


Schuettler Starts Own Inquiry. 

Acting Chief Schuettler said he was willing 
to be severed from Farwell, but that he 
would work with any complainants against 
disreputable shows, and in failure of com- 
plaint would attend to the process of expur- 
gation himself. He followed this up by se- 
curing the arrest of two men known as-the 
“female minstrels’’ at a Riverview park 
show in the evening. These men, in a con- 
cession known as the Duncan-Clark theater. 
gave a performance not conforming to the 
standard of decency required by an edict 
issued by the chief. 

The men were taken to the Haprison street 
police station and gave the names of Quincy 
De Lang, 21 years old, and George Quinn, 
22 years old. They were released on bonds 
signed by theiremployers. They are charged 
with violating a city ordinance prohibiting 
indecent acts in public places. 

The detectives allege that the men were 
impersonating women and gavea vulgar per- 
formance. The detectives said that the place 
was filled with women and children and 
should be closed. 


Shows Bad as Ever. 

Charges that gambling devices were in 
operation in some of the parks and that the 
objectionable shows have not been reformed, 
as made in Mr. Farwell’s report, were-con: 
firmed by an investigation made by a re- 
porter of THE TRIBUNE intheevening. With 
the exception of a few changes in the 
“spiels’ of the “ barkers,”’ the general 
character of the exhibitions was unchanged. 

Dancers in scanty and objectionable attire 
appeared within the shows whose “ barkers ”’ 
had caused trouble by their descriptions. 
The “‘ Salome dance ”’ at the White City was 
respectable compared with the new feature 
known as the “ Cleopatra dance.” The 
Salome appeared in costume of brown cloth, 
loosely fitting, and gave the conventional 
version of the dance. 

*“‘ Cleopatra "" wore flesh colored tights, al- 
though a spectator on a front seat could not 
be sure of the fact. She danced weirdly about 
the stage, carrying a live snake, which she 
caressed from time to time. 

The “‘ Bare Bronze Beauties’ in the show 


_ known as ** Maxim’s Models,”’ were another

puzzle. It was impossible to tell whether the 
gilt paint and girdle were all the clothing 
they wore. Three or four other “‘ models ” 
posed in close fitting white union suits. They 
were grouped in a series of supposedly classic 
pictures. 


“Barker” Refers to Clergymen. 

The ‘* barker” on the outside of this es- 
tablishment was making capital of the cam- 
paign that has been waged against im- 
moral shows from the pulpits of churches. 
His ‘‘ spiel”’ had been changed to suit the 
occasion and the demands of the Law and 
Order league. 

** Since the clergymen of Chicago have at- 
tacked this show and advised church mem- 
bers not to buy our tickets it becomes my 
duty to tel] you what it is,’’ he announced. 
**It is an exhibition of fine art showing clas- 
sic_ poses and illustrating famous paintings. 
In other words, it is a sensational living pic- 
ture show with living models.” 

Another sample of the new expurgated 
‘‘spiel’’ was heard in front of the show 
in Sans Souci park known as the ‘‘ Temple 
of Art and Mystery.”’ 

‘* See the big, big, big, big fat woman dance 
the Salome danve,’’ it started. ‘‘ She weighs 
450 pounds and gives her own original ver- 
sion of this fameus dance. She first appears 
in a series of sensational poses and closes 
the performance with a dance such as you 
never have seen before.” 

Inside the show the woman appeared on 


the stage dressed in conventional street at- 


tire. She merely danced up and down a few 
times on one foot and then on the other and 
retired as the curtain was rung down, 

The poses given by the other women in the 


“Temple of Art and Mystery "’ were similar , 


to the poses in the living picture show at 
White City. 

In both of the parks visited the gambling 
device described in the report of the investi- 
gators of the Law and Order leaghe was 
found in operation. It was a simple fortune 
wheel in which the holder of the winning 
number won a box of candy, all other pur- 
chasers of numbers drawing bianks. 


Schuettler Wants New Laws. 

‘“‘T had no idea such shows were permitted,” 
said Acting Chief Schuettler when told of the 
conditions. “If the council were in session 
I would ask for a new ordinance regulating 
such shows. I think we can stop such dances 
in scanty costumes and will try todoit. The 
gambling device described is one I have seen 


at church fairs, but it easily can be stopped. 


“Tt is my duty to take suggestions from. 
every one who has them, and I wil} look at 
Mr. Farwell's report. I haven't received it 
yet. I could work better with him if he would 
send his reports to me before making them 
public. I will not say what I think of his 
manner of conducting a campaign.” 

* Chicago has no right to allow such things 
as are permitted in some of the amusement 
parks,” said Mr. Farwell in discussing the 
report. ‘ There has been little improvement 
during the last week. Things are permitted 
in the amusement parks which are barred 
everywhere else in Chicago except the ‘ red 
light’ district.” 
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GUNNER IS KILLED ON CRUISE 


Paul L. Parlaman Victim of Ac- 
cident on the Nashville. 


DOROTHEA MATTER REVIVED 


Capt. Purdy Denies Illinois Reserve 
_ Stripped Training Ship.

The Nashville, the recently acquired gun- 
boat of the Illinois naval reserve, returned 
from its trial cruise yesterday with Its offi- 
cers and men jubilant over their new vessel. 

Their praise for the shippand its equipment 
was unrestrained, but there were two sub- 
jects that checked its flow when they arose. 
One was a fatal accident that marred the 
stay at Portage lake, Mich., and the other 
was the attitude of the C’eveland naval re- 
serves on the subject of the Dorothea, the 
training ship turned over by the national 
government to the Ohio reserve. 

The sudden death of Patl L. Parlaman, a 
gunner’s mate of the regular navy, who was 
ordnance officer of the Nashville, was made 
known for the first time; and Capt. Warren 
Purdy, commandant of the state marines, 
took the first opportunity to give nis opin- 
ion of Lieut. C. B. Haskins of the Cleveland 
forces, who criticised the removal of a part 
of the Dorothea’s equipment. 


Shot Preparing for Practice. 


The news of Parlaman’s death had not 
gone beyond the summer colony at Portage 
lake until it was brought to Chicago by his 
associates on the cruise. He was one of the 
six men assigned by the naval department as 
ship’s keepers for the Nashville, and he was 
shot accidentally last Thursday while pre- 
paring one of the four inch guns for the aft- 
ernoon target practice. 

Because of the impossibility of firing ord- 
nance of that sort except on the high seas 
the guns of the Nashville have been equipped 
with an arrangement whereby a bullet from a 
92 caliber rifle takes the place of the shell 
and even that comparatively harmless mis- 
sile is rendered ineffective almost before it 
leaves the side of the boat. 

The rifle is attached to the side of the big 
gun and when the larger piece is sighted 
the emall weapon swings with it. The dis- 
charge affects only the rifle and its bullet 
strikes a target fixed about two feet ahead 
of the mouth of the big gun. This target 
is marked with “bull's eyes” so that 
the record of marksmanship can be kept as 
closely as if the four inch shell had been 
hurled at a floating target hundreds of yards 
away. 

Beyond this pasteboard target is a down 
curved funnel that receives the bullets, de- 
flects them, and drops them into a wastebox. 
On Wednesday Parlaman had been over this 
apparatus and thought he had completed its 
adjustment. In a final examination before 
the practice he found the bullet receiver ap- 
parently out of place. 


Body Pierced by Bullet. 

The crew was waiting word to take places 
at the guns. The little lake was filled with 
pleasure craft sailing around the gunboat 
and inspecting it. ~Parlaman must have left 
the rifle with the trigger set, for, as he 
clambered out on the big gum to reach the 
bullet trap the weapon was discharged. 

No one was near him and he reached the 
deck alone before he fell. A surgeon ran to 
him, found that the shot had passed com- 
pletely through the body, and ordered him 
taken to the hospital room. He died before 
he had been carried below deck. 

Parlaman was 22 years old and a native 
of Brooklyn. His body was sent to the ma- 
rine hospital in that city directly from the 
lake. 

“TT can’t understand how it happened un- 
less Parlaman left the rifle cocked,’ said 
Capt. Purdy, “‘and we all regret the accident. 
It means a distinct loss to the boat, as Parla- 
man was a congenial young fellow and one 
of the ablest ‘seamen I ever saw. He had 
been around the world on the Illinois and 
was a good ordnance officer. His death cast 
a gloom over us for the rest of the trip.” 


Says Haskins Couldn’t Know. 

The captain's comment on the criticisms 
made by Lieut. Haskins of Cleveland con- 
sisted chiefly ‘of a statement of that officer's 
inability to know what he was talking about. 

“I had an inventory ef the Dorothea’s 
furnishings taken while Lieut. Haskins was 


here,” he said, ‘*‘ but he seemed to be spend- 
ing most of his time on yachts in the harbor 
and did not find out what belonged to the 
Dorothea and what to the state of Illinois. 

“ He now has a vessel with $12.000 worth 
of guns, boilers, and other equipment that 
were paid for out of the Illinois naval re- 
serve’s funds. The only thing we removed 
were personal effects, some pictures taken 
when Sir Thomas Lipton was aboard. some 
linen, and articles that came from the brick 
battleship of the Columbian exposition, 
which was given to us by an act of con- 
gress. 

“When we got the Dorothea in 1901 it was 
in such a condition that a shipyard that sent 
it to sea in thaf Shape would have been Jiable 
in the admiralty courts. We made the boat 
seaworthy and fitted it out and none of its 
essential effects was removed when we 
turned it over. When my inventory is re- 
turned to me with Lieut. Haskins’ signature 
I shall send it to the nav2! department at 
Washington, ond the whole matter will be 
settled.”’ 

The Nashville reached harbor in the morn- 
ing. but soon set out again for aruntothe 
naval training station at Lake Bluff. As 
guests of honor on this trip were several 
members of the legislature and their friencs, 
including E. J. Smejkal, John O. Hruby, A. 
K. Stearns. Frank L. Parker, Israel Dudgeon. 
The boat was back at anchorage again about 
6 p. m. 


HALF A HUNDRED FANS SEE 
TWO ROUND FIGHT IN STREET 


Battle Hungry Throng Forms Ring 
and Watches Lively Contest—By- 
stander Also Plants a Blow. 


With the lid ‘‘ clamped tight,’’ Chicago can- 
not have a fifteen round prizefight, but it can 
have a fifteen minute street fight in one of 
the principal downtown thoroughfares. Two 
porters, men of muscle, collided in a verita- 
ble Ketchel-Papke fistic argument last night 
on the sidewalk in front of 150 Dearborn 
street. Battle hungry fans, tothe number of 
half a hundred, quickly gathered, formed a 
ring, and encouraged the gladiatorial de- 
baters. 

The fight by rounds: 

One—Blackhaired porter called ‘“‘ Ketchel ”’ 
sent stiff left swing to ribs, and ‘‘ Papke,’’ in 
great distress, clinched and secured lock hold 
on ‘‘ Ketchel’s ”’ hair. 

Two—* Kptchel ’’ punched “‘ Papke’s ”’ nose, 
and friend of latter rushed from crowd and 
planted solid left on ‘‘ Ketchel’s”’ jaw. Three 
men jumped for the third man, who fled into 
the street, then turned on his pursuers, who 
halted in confusion at this unexpected stand, 

A plain clothes man appeared suddenly 
at this juncture and ‘“‘ Papke ” and his friend 
fled. The third man, considerably bruised 
and bleeding, was taken to the police station 
after a hunt had been made for his assail- 
ants. 


ARREST OF LONE HIGHWAYMAN 
SOLVES POCKETBOOK THEFTS 


Prisoner Confesses Robbery of Six 
Women—Says His Father Is a Col- 
onelin German Army.

Their vigilance was re- 
warded when Mrs. Peterson, 3761 Lake ave- 
nue, approached with her pocketbook in her 
hand. A man leaped in front of her, de- 
manded her pocketbook, and then grappled 
with her.

This publication 
is now in the hands of the printers, and will 
be brought out and placed on sale in various 
varts of the country some day this week.

Shé refers to them as blackmailers, perjur- 
ers, and the like. She characterizes her son 
as “an average young man with a chival- 
rous nature, as shown by his efforts to break 
up disreputable places.”’ 


Gays Jerome Proved Claim. 

She points out that Jerome’s speech to the 
jury in the last trial is a vindication of her 
son's efforts, and says that while it was pre- 
tended that Thaw had delusions regarding 
these infamous dens, Jerome, in his summing 
up, admitted that the places existed. 

Immediately following the introduction 
and under the head of “The Secret Un- 
velled,””’ Mrs. Thaw says: 

‘‘When I returned from Europe in 1906 I 
found a cowardly combination made up of 
men of professional standing, together with 
disappointed blackmailers, perjurers, and 
others, all working in the interests of the 
rich companions of Stanford White. Topre- 
vent the trial, which they feared would result 
in exposure, they set to work to blacken the 
character of my s0n, an average young man 
with a chivalrous nature, as shown by his 
attempt to break up these disreputable 
places. Then, in order to discredit anything 
said in contradiction, the family, living and 
dead. was attacked by slanderous falsehoods 
as never béfore known in any trial. The in-

NUMBER IDENTIFY 
BOMB SUSPECTS 


Five Men Said to Have Ac- 
cused Altman Brothers in 
Connection with Out- 
rages of Last Year. 


UNION RAISES BIG FUND. 


Carpenters Claim Detective Sub- 
scribes $50,000 Toward 
$180,000 to Free 
Prisoners. 


Vincent A. Altman and’his brother, Josephs 
Altman, ‘arrested in connection with the 
dynamite outrages culminating with the exz- 
plosion of “bomb 81” In the rear of the 
central exchange of the Chicago Telephone 
company, have been positively identified by 
five persons, according to information that 
leaked out from police sources late last night, 
as suspects in other explosions. 

Coincident with this development, it wag 
announced the carpenters® union, of which 
Vincent Altman was assistant business 
agent, had raised $75,000 as part of a $180,000 
fund which the union officials believe will 


be required as surety to get the Altmang ~ 


out of jail. 

The reported identification of the Altmang 
Was made in connection with bomb explo- 
sions of last year. 


Drove Them from Plant? 

Two employés of the Standard Sash and 
Board company, 5821 Center avenue, whose 
plant was destroyed by a fire which followed 
the explosion of a bomb the morning of 
May 7, 1908, have identified both of the 
prisoners, it is said, as the men whom they 
drove away from the plant several hours 
before it was wrecked. 

Two employes of the Mears-Slayton Lum- 
ber company, 1103-1113 Belmont avenue, also 
have icentified the Altman brothers, accord- 
ing to the report, as members of a wrecking 
erew of a certain labor union. They also 
are said to have been seen near the residence 
of Charles W. Kirchner, 840 Racine avenue, 


the night of May 5, 1908, when a bomb was 
exploded there. 


Lavin Says “Cinch Case.” 

Acting Assistant Chief Lavin, in charge of 
the bomb throwing investigation, would 
neither deny nor confirm the report, nor 
would he reveal what evidence he has against 
the Altman brothers. He did say he has 
a “cinch case” against them. 

**Can you be able to produce enough evi- 
dence against the prisoners to convict them 
of having attacked the telephone company’s 
property the night of June 277" the act- 
ing assistant chief was asked. 

“Well, I may and may not be able to do 
so, but I will surprise many persons when 
I reveal the evidence that I have against the 
prisoners, especially Vincent Altman,” he re- 
plied. 

The acting assistant chief said that should 
he not be able to connect the men with this 
bomb he would be able to convict them of 
blowing up the plant of the Standard Sash 
and Board company. 


“Hear a Big Noise Soon.” 

The acting assistant chief spent a busy 
day seeking evidence against the brothers. 
He remained at his office until late in the 
evening receiving reports from a dozen 
detectives whom he had sent to different 
parts of the city. Lavin is making a special 
investigation .of a report that Vincent Alt- 
man went to a downtown saloon about 11 
o’clock the night of June 27 and remarked 
to a friend hee would, “hear a big noise 
soon.” 

Altman, the police learned, was carrying 
a small valise at the time. A few minutes 
after the alleged remark the report from 
the ‘“‘bomb 81” was heard. Altman then 
is said to have disappeared. 


Letective Contributes $50,000? 

When informed of the activity of the care 
penters’ union officials in raising a surety 
fund for the Altmans, the police expressed 
the opinion that in fighting the bomb throw- 
ing gang they are to meet the determined 
opposition of the labor organization. The 
unionists announced that two-thirds of the 
$75,000 which they claimed to have raised 
during the day was given by the head ofa 
Chicago detective bureau, whose name, how- 
ever, they withheld. 

The amount of money—$180,000—mentioned 
ae necessary to get the brothers out of jail 
was based partly on a premonition in the car- 
penters’ union that more charges will be filed 
against the Altmans today and the amount of 
ball increased. How the members of the car- 
penters’ union came in possession of such @ 
premonition they failed to explain. 

The alleged donor of $50,000 was said by 
the carpenters to have been formerly a car- 
penter, and always to have been a strong

Say Thaw Charge Was True.

The bonds for his brother Joseph amount 
to $10,000, but the carpenters’ union officials 
believe the charges they anticipate againat 
him today will raise his bonds to %20,000, 
making $90,000 all told for the two. 

Double the amount of the bond values in 
real estate securities are asked for and the 
unton officials ere figuring that it will take 
$180,000 consequently to get the Altman 
brothers out of jail. 


Conceals Big ‘Contributor’s Name. 

John J. Brittain, secretary of the execu- 
tive council of the Amalgamated Carpenters, 
was one of the most active workers in raising 
the fund.

Position Taken by Dr. McFat- 
ich May Settle Contest 
for President. 


Schneider’s Friends Are Hopeful 
and Believe Majority Cannot 
Be Secured for Urion. 


The chances of President Otto C. Schneider 
for re€lection to the presidency of the Chi- 
cago board of education next Wednesday 
night appeared more roseate yesterday than 
at any tume since the candidacy of Vice 
President Alfred R. Urion was announced 

Friends of President Schneider declared 
that their only fear lies in the possibility of a 
deadlock and that this fear has been consid- 
erably assuaged by the statement of Mr. 
Urion that he would consent to be placed in 
nomination only when assured that a major- 
ity of the members of the board desired him 
to occupy the position. 

The result of the day’s campaigning, for, 
although it was Sunday, an active skirmish 
was conducted by telephone, convinced Pres--. 
ident Schneider's supporters that Mr. Urion 
cannot obtain the requisite eleven votes 
necessary to election, even with the return of 
John R. Morron from New York. They pre- 
dict that Mr. Urion will withdraw from the 


race before the meeting and that only one 
name, President Schneider's, will be pre- 


, sented. The leaders in the Urion camp, how- 


ever, continued to maintain their attitude of 
silent confidence. 


Believes in Schneider’s Success, 

“President Schneider will be re#lected 
without a doubt,’ was the confident state- 
ment of Adolph F. Gartz at the Union League 
chfb last evening. ‘' I am perfectly sure that 
this movement In favor ef Mr. Urion will be 
dropped before Wednesday night and that it 
will develop into one of the most peaceful 
little elections ever held in the board.” 

The five trustees who were conceded to hold 
the balance of power in the election appar- 
ently narrowed down to one doubtful mem- 
ber. Friends of President Schneider gleaned 
indications that he will have the support of 
Julius F. Smietanka and Dr. Jeremiah H. 
Walsh. The winning over of these two men, 
with the seven trustees already counted on 
for support and the president's own vote or 
rar ae to vote, would establish a dead- 
ock. 

On the other hand, there were indications 
that Dr. Alexander L. Blackwood and Mrs. 
Isabelle O’Keeffe look with favor on the can- 
didacy of Mr. Urion. The attitude of Dr. 
James B. McFatrich was left thoroughly in 
doubt, 


Attitude of Trustees. 


The main “ boom ”’ in President Schneider's 
stock seemed to come from the attitude of 
several trustees who had been counted 
among Mr. Urion’s supporters and who were 
among the nine who signed the petition sup- 
porting his candidacy. In their leaning to- 
ward President Schneider, friends of the 
president saw cause of elation. 

‘When Mr. Urion for president of the 
board was proposed in a petition I regarded 
him as 4 most desirable candidate,”’ stated 
one trustee. ‘On the spur of the minute I 
thought I could vote for him. But at that 
time I had no idea that President Schneider 
desired to be re@lected. I had gained the 
idea that he wished to retire from the office, 
having served two years. 

‘If President Schneider desires to be re- 
elected that fact would alter my determina- 
tion. He has served faithfully and done 
good work for the Chicago schools during 
his term of office, has given his entire time 
to it, and I should have to give these things 
the gravest consideration. If he desires the 
position he certainly has good claims to re- 
election.”’ , 


Question of Superintendent. 


Theodore W. Robinson declined to discuss 
the progress of the contest, but stated em- 
phaticaly that the election of a superimiend- 
ent of schools to succeed to the place recently 
vacated by Edwin G. Cooley has no bearing 
on the contest. 

‘“*] wish emphatically to deny that the su- 
perintendency of the Chicago schools has 
anything to do with the election of a presi- 
dent of the board,’’ he said. ‘‘ The report has 
gone abroad that the choice of a superintend- 
ent is the main point of difference between 
the friends of President Schneider and Mr. 
Urion. This is absolutely false, and the su- 
perintendency has nothing to do with the 
present situation, either at present or re- 
motely.”’ 

President Schneider passed a quiet day at 
his home and at the Germania Mannerchor 
club. He stated simply that there is nothing 
more to be said in the contest and that he is 
content to await the result of the election.

Offer Apologies and Promise to Help 
Catch Bruiser. 


THE TRIBUNE will make every effort to de- 
tect, arrest, and punish the slugger ‘who as- 
Saulted its reporter, L. A. Van Patten, Sat- 
urday night. :

Carpenters’ Union Denies Guilt. 

Officiais of the carpenters’ union declared 
the slugging was not sanctioned by them. 
They denied knowledge of the attack and 
said they would make a strong effort to find 
out who was guilty. 

John J. Brittain, secretary of the executive 
council of the amalgamated carpenters, said 
the leading union officials of Chicago would 
endeavor to learn the identity of the slugger. 

“ An attack of this sort harms the union 
movement, and we are all sorry to learn of 
it," he said. “I, for one. will do my best to 
find out who was responsible. and I not only 
shall turn him over to the police but will in- 
sist] on personal satisfaction.”

Senator Going to Springfield 
Today on Former Poli- 
* tician’s Case. 


OLD “FRIENDS WILL AID. 


Hearing Before Pardon Board 
May- Follow Tomorrow if 
Deneen Approves. 


John A. Cooke, the former Circuit court 
clerk serving an-indeterm'nate sentence tn 
the state penitentiary, will breathe the air 
of freedom before the end of this week if tne 
hopes of United or yaseea Senator William 
Lorimer are realized. 

The junior senator from Tilinois will go to 
Springfield this,morning to. place the entire 
matter of Cooke’s release before Gov. De- 
rieen, and; while no intimation of the gov- 
ernor’s attitude has been given, Mr. Lorimer 
is confident that he can persuade him to @ 
policy of clemency. 


Success in this effort will mean that Cooke's 


case will be taken before the board of par- 
dons tomorrow, and, with the governor, the 
association that brought about the convic- 
tion, the prosecutor wha. tried the case, and 
the judge who heard {ft in favor of granting 
him freedom, it-is possible. that he may leave 
Joliet within the next three days. 

ord.of the probable fruition of this plan 
was carried to the prisoner by his brother. 
William A. Cooke, who since the conviction 
has been a rfagular Sunday visitor at Joliet, 
and as a result the politician spent the least 
unhappy day he has had during his confine- 
ment, which now has covered eighteen 
months. 


Old Associates Watch Case. 


His friends and old associates also began 


to feel a definite hope that Cooke was to be 
given his freedom. Several of them proba- 
bly will go to the capital for the pardon hear- 
ing; while it is certain that 4 celegation will 
go to Joliet to greet him if the prison doors 
are opened to him and that @ celebration will 
be held if he returns to Chicago a free man. 

It is not intendec to ask an outright pardon 
for Cooke, as many of his friends have de- 
sired. but a parole that—following the six 
months of good behavior prescribed by the 
statutes—will be replaced by a pardon. 

Senator Lorimer was at his summer home 
on Fox lake yesterday, having reached there 
in the morning after a fruitless trip on Sat- 
urday to Springfield, where he had hopec: to 
catch the governor. The governor was out 
on the river making up his list of appoint- 
ments, so the senator returned to spend Sun- 
day with his family. 

He will go back to the capital hoping that 
the governor will have returned from his 
seclusion and will lay the Cooke case before 
hiin as soon as a meeting is arranged. He 
coes not intend at this time to take up the 
questions of a primary law—to which he is 
opposed—or the deep waterway legislation, 
which he belleves shoule not be brought up 
at the special session of the legislature in 
November, but will concentrate his argu- 
mentative ability on the one matter. 


Will Present Many Letters. 

He will carry ‘with him letters from pub- 
lic officials and other prominent men in ad- 
Gition to those mailed directly to the gov- 
ernor by Judge Ben M. Smith, who sent 
Cooke to the penitentiary, Harry Olson, for- 
mer assistant state's attorney, who prose- 
cuted Fim, and George E. Cole, president 
of the Citizens’ association at the time its 
investigations caused the prosecuticn, urg- 
ing clemency for his lieutenant. 

He wil! ask that Cooke be paroled to him— 
in saocordance with the statutory require- 
ment that.some person be responsible for 
the steady employment of the prisoner—and 
it is said he contemplates giving him em- 
ployment in his own construction busrinese, 
in which the brother, William A. Cooke, now 
is engaged. 

Mr. Lorimer does not expect to remain in 
Springfield for the hearing of the board of 
pardons if his efforts with the governor are 
successful and in that evenc will hasten back 
to Washington to remain there until the 
adjournment of congress.

Greatest Array of Warships Ever 
Gathered Under U. 8S. Flag. 


15,000 MEN TO TAKE PART. 


Maneuvers Off Bay State Coast Will 
Last a Mouth. 


Provincetown, Masa., July 11.—Skirting the 
inner tip of Cape Cod. there lies in the harbor 
of Provincefown and nearby waters tonight 
the largest and most notable fleet of war- 
ships ever assembled for active duty under 
the stars and stripes. Every vessel of the 
half hundred is in readiness for practice 
maneuvers which will tax the ingenuity and 
skill-of the foremost naval minds of the coun- 
try for the next month. 

The vessels, including fourteen battleships, 
cruisers, torpedo boats, submarines, refrig- 
erator ships, tenders, and supply ships, num- 
bering fifty-four vessels all told, and repre- 
senting a valuation of nearly $200,000,000, are 
drawn up in two parallel lines extending 
around Race point along the cape to Truro, 
four miles below, standing at the head of the 
line being Rear Admiral Schroeder's flag- 
ship, the Connecticut. On board the vessels 
are 15,000 men. 

Tomorrow early two divisions of the fleet 
will go outside for practice and maneuvers, 
two other divisions remaining inside, which 
will be the program throughout the maneu- 
vers, the divisions alternating in the work.

The Ella Gingles trial will be resumed this 
morning under circumstances that promise 
ap entirely new cevelopment in the case of 
the Irish lacemaker accused of larceny by 
Miss Agnes Barrette. Suspecting that Miss 
Gingles got the “ inspiration " for part of her 
story from developments in the noted Cha- 

rpenter divorce mixup, Assistant 
State’s Attorney Short late Saturday after- 
noon, it was disclosed last night, issued sub- 

for a number of those witnesses to 
appear at his office in the morning and tell 
what they knew. 

Mrs. Clara Chapin filed suit against her 
busband, Herbert O. Chapin, alleging drunk- 
enness and cruelty, and he filed a cross bil! 
accusing his wife of being unduly friendly 
with Dr. J. H. Carpenter. As a@ result the 
Carpenters were legally separated, but the 
jury disagreed in the Chapin casé. 


Gingles Girl Meets Mrs. Chapin. 
’ This case was being heard before Judge 
Mack last February while Miss Gingles was 
still in the hospital. There was testimony 
to show that Miss Gingles visited Mrs. 
Chapin at the residence of her father. 
Charles Otto, 1642 Lexington street, in Janu- 


ary. Several matters there cropped out.

Plans are forming to waste no opportu- 
pity to plant seed from which new Repub- 
lican clubs shall spring, and to scatter en- 
couragement to those organizations already. 
formed and doing business. 

Mr. Hammond appears to have taken a 
hand in Republican politics with the inten- 
tion of getting results. His sporadic boom 
for the vice presidential nomination last year 
appears to have been his entry into the arena 
of real political activity. He showed his 
faith in the cause after nominations were 
made by taking an active part in the organ- 
ization of Republican clubs throughout the 
country. The result wes that by election 
time there were 1,200,000 members enrolled 
in 4,000 of these clubs. 


Hammond Much “on the Job.” 

Election day passed and Mr. Taft was as-

Railroads Shown to Be Usurping 
Their Rightful Traffic. 


CANALS ALLOWED TO RUIN. 


ee 
Trenches Dug at Cost of $80,000,000 
Now Wasting in Neglect. 


Washington, D. C., July 11.—[Special.]— 
Lack of unity in the inland waterways of 
the country is given as the principal reason 
for the logs in traffic which these public car- 
riers have sustained in recent years in the 
report submitted to the president by Herbert 
Knox Smith, commissioner of corporations. 
Mr. Smith points out that the railroads now 
are usurping much of the traffic which right- 
fully belongs to the canals and rivers of the 
country. 

In connection with the enormous losses in 
traffic which the waterways have suffered 
since the great growth of the railroad sys- 
tems, Mr. Smith says 4,500 miles of canals 
have been constructed throughout the coun- 
try. At the present time, however, over one- 
half of this mileage, constructed at a cost of 
more than $80.000,000, has been abandoned 
the canal traffic (excepting that of some 
short ship canals) has steadily decreased. 


Better Terminals Are Needed. 

The first need in the regaining of the carry- 
ing power of the waterways, says the report, 
is the construction of better terminal facili- 
ties. The _present ungatisfactory condition 
of these terminals n is one of the greatest 
handicaps to the wate project. 

In referring to the lack of unity In the 
water systems, the report says that while 
the United States has 5,800 miles of 
rivers of six feet depth and over, and 
more than 2,000 miles of canals, these to- 
tals are broken up into a large number of 
unrelated parts by reason of different depths 
and different conditions, and that the di- 
verse nature of the floating equipment in- 
creases this lack of organization. Many ves- 
sels are Dullt for special traffic or local con- 
ditions and are thus often not ‘‘ interchapge- 
able’ over different, even though conriect- 
ing. routes. 


Europe Sets Good Example. 

It is noted that Furopean countries have in 
many cases distributed the cost of waterway 
improvement upon localities in some ratio 
with the special benefits received, while little 
of that sort has been done in this country. 

The report also sets forth the steady ad- 
vance of steam over sail power, and the tend- 
ency toward corporate ownership of steam 
tonnage, especially the larger vessels. In 
1906 the average size of vessels owned by 
individuals was 113 tons, and by corporations 
526 tons. Operating expenses, so far as ob- 
tained, averaged about 80 per cent of the 
gross earnings. The lowest ratio of operat- 
ing costs was on the bulk cargo vessels of 
the great lakes, the highest that of the packet 
lines on the Mississippi system and southern 
rivers.

Conference Committee Decides Mem- 
bers Are Entitled to One Day’s 
Rest During the Week.

Representative Henry 8S. Boutell of Illinois 
was responsible for the determination of the 
conference committee on the tariff bill to do 
no work on the Sabbath and the consequent 
laying aside of the wearisome and vexatious 
achedules for one day. 

When the matter of holding a Sunday ses- 
sion was discussed by the committee yes- 
terday, Mr. Boutell interposed the first ob- 
jection, asserting that in congress, as every- 
where else, six days of labor a week were 
enough. 

ahe Illinois member was joined in this 
sentiment by others on the committee, some 
of whom, although perhaps not devout 
churchmen, thought it a good plan to keep the 
Sabbath holy. 


YALE ENTRANCE EXAMS HARDER 


Faculty Takes Alarm at Criticism of 
Laxity and Flunks 622 
Out of 900. 


New Haven, Conn., July 11.—[Special. ]}— 
Alarmed at the reported criticism of the ease 
with which Yale was entered, especially dur- 
ing the last few years, the university authori- 
ties, it became apparent today, have stiffened 
the requirements for entrance. 

This fact is apparent through the unofficial 
report of the number who took the final ex- 
aminations for the Sheffield scientific school, 
and the number who passed those examina- 
tions. The number of men taking them was 
900, many more than ever before. 

The number of those who passed is 278, 
and the entering class in Sheffield next year 
will be smaller than for many years. The 
recent report of the Carnegie foundation 
criticised the laxity of Yale's entrance re-. 
quirements.

President Indorses Gymnasi- 


um Planned for Edifice 
at Washington. 


HELPS LAY CORNER STONE 
Takes Opportunity to Praise 
Great Army of the Nation’s 
Civil Servants. 


Washington, D. C., July 11.—[Special.]— 
The wisdom of providing rational amuse- 
ment as a part of church work was indgrsed 
by President Taft today when he assisted at 
the laying of the corner stone of a church 
which has for a part of its equipment a4 
gymnasium. a swimming pool, bowling al- 
leys. and clubrooms. 

‘* As I understand the plan of this church, ” 
said the president. * it is to make religion a 
part of the life of those who are members 
of the church. It is to furnish rational! 
amusement. 

“It is to make the church so attractive by 
reason of its social qualities. by reason of 
offering an opportunity for physical exer- 
cise, for intellectual exercise, that those who 
are members of it shall regard religion as a 
necessary part of life and one which they 
will welcome as a part of life, and not which 
they regard as something apart to be im- 
proved once every seven days and then to be 
taken in as small doses as possible and still 
conform to the religious law. 


Praises Trend of Churches. 

“IT am glad to know, to see, and to believe 
that all churches in a way, not so completely 
as this plan indicates, are adopting the view 
that there is nothing inconsistent between 
religion and duty and happiness and rational! 
amusement, and that the union of all of them 
is not something that is repefent to the real 
religious soul.”’ 3 

It was well, the president said, that the 
church was established in Washington, the 
seat of the government of the country. He 
said he did not mean the president and the 
cabinet. nor the senate, nor the house of rep- 
resentatives. 

“There is something,” he said, *‘ that goes 
to make up this government as a machine 
that continues to operate when the president 
goes to the sea coast, and the senate and 
house go home, and when the members of the 
cabinet disappear in various directions from 
this somewhat heated temperature. That is 
the government of the civil servants—trained 
civil servants, who know how things ought 
to be done and through whose agency the 
government will be carried on from now 
until the end of time, as I hope. 


Civil Employes Called Philosophers, 


“ They are a trained body of servants, who 
are willing for a reasonable compensation, 
sometimes much too low, to give out what is 
best of them to the carrying on of this gov- 
arnment in an honest, effective way. 

They are men who are philosophers enough 
to know that by the enjoyment of a small 
salary, if they rid themselves from the worry 
and the corroding effect of mercenary am- 
bition, they can get more happiness out of life 
ine seeing their families grow, in the educa- 
tion of their children, than by aspiring to be 
millionaires and plutocrats.”

Cincinnati Baptists Bring 35 Songsters 
at Request of Pastor and Musical 
Service Is Unusually Beautiful.

Cincinnati, O., July 11.—The presence of 
thirty-five canary birds as a part of the choir 
and participating in the Sabbath morning 
musical program constituted a unique inno- 
vation in the regular religious services at 
Lincoln Park Institutional Baptist church 
today.

The main building, 550 feet in length, is of 
concrete construction, fireproof, and was de- 
signed by John Devereux York of Chicago. 
It covers an area of eight acres and will con- 
tain 200 sleeping apartments, dining and ban- 
quet halls, breakfast room, and thirty pri- 
vate dining rooms in addition to a Louis 
XV. ballroom, ladies’ drawing room, loung- 
ing room, auditorium, billiard hall, card 
rooms, swimming pool, and gymnasium.

The 
club grounds are situated 500 feet from the 
west bank of the Du Page river, overlooking 
a natural lagoon, one half mile west of .om- 
bard 

Art in Construction. 

The exterior design of the building embodies 
the art of.the Italian villas and the decora- 
tion of Greek temples. Pergolas, trellises, 
and terraces are dominant features in the 
east exposure, and several acres have been 
turned into an artificial lagoon containing a 
large fountain. 

Of the interiors, the main dining hall, seat- 
ing 500, is done in the old German style of 
decoration, with hand painted frescoes and 
carved wainscoting. The private dining 
rooms are decorated and finished in old Vir- 
ginia colonial and are 80 located as to com- 
mand a view of the golf links and the river. 

The auditorium, with a seating capacity 
of 1.000 and stage ample in size to provide 
for all performances, is in the east wing of 
the building. It is decorated in modern Vi- 
enna art.

N WCOMB, SCIENTIS?, IS DEAD 


Military. Funeral for Noted As- 
tronomer in Washington, D. C. 


GAINED WORLD WIDE FAME. 


Succumbs at 74, After Life Crowned 
with Rich Endeavor. 


Washington, D. C., July 11.—(Special].}— 
Prof. Simon Newcomb, astronomer, mathe- 
matician, traveler, and rear admiral, re- 
tired, who died at his home in this city early 
today at the age of 74, will be buried’ with 
military honors in Arlington cemetery next 
Wednesday. 

High officials of the government will attend 
and the honorary pallbearers will include 
prominent men. The body will lie in state 
Monday and Tuesday at the family residence 
so it may be viewed by Washingtonians. 

Prof. Newcomb is survived by his widow, 
a daughter of the late Dr. Hassler, surgeon, 
U. 8S. N.. and three daughters, Dr. Anita 
Newcomb McGee of Washington. Mrs. Fran- 
cis Wilson, and Mrs. Edward Whitney, both 
of New York. 


Held Record for Honors Abroad. 

Simon Newcomb was the recipient of more 
degrees and similar honors abroad than any 
other American man of sclence. He was the 
first American associate of the French in- 
stitute since Benjamin Franklin, and was 
decorated by Kaiser Wilhelm with the order 
“Pour le Mérite ftir Visrsenschaften -und 

insten.”” He was a writer on political 
economy as well as in his own peculiar de- 
partment of learning. that of astronomy. 

He was born in Wallace, Nova Scotia, 
March 12. 1835. His father was John Bur- 
ton Newcomb, a teacher of American de- 
scent, whose ancestors had @éttled in Can- 
ada in 1761. John Newcomb undertook the 
education of Simon, who was his eldest son. 
The elder Newcomb came to the United 
States in 1852 and Simon followed the year 
after. He taught for two years in Maryland. 

He became acquainted with Joseph Henry, 
then secretary of the Smithsonian institu- 
tion, and Julius E. Hilgard. superintendent 
of ‘the United States coast geocetic survey. 
They were so. greatly impressed by young 
Newcoomb’s aptitude for mathematics that 
they secured his appointment as computer 
of the United States nautica] almanac, then 
published in Cambridge. His residence in 
Cambridge gave Newcomb an opportunity 
to attend the Lawrence Scientific school. He 
received his baccalaureate degree in 1858 


Computes Orbits of Asteroids. 

In the course of his stay in Cambridge he 
undertook some of the most advanced astro- 
nomical work ever attempted up to that time. 
He computed the orbits of the asteroids, that 
group of miniature planets revolving about 
the sun between Mars and Jupiter. His 
first computations had to do with four of the 
asteroids. His report, delivered in Spring- 
field. Mass., before a meeting of American 
scientists, brought him tmmediate recogni- 
tion. In 1860 he published a general mathe- 
matical theory on the subject, considering 
a greater number of asteroids. The publil- 
cation brought him international renown. 

His connection with the United States naval 
academy began in 1861, the year of his ap- 
pointment to the professorship of mathe- 
matics. He was assigned to special duty 
in the naval observatory in Washington. It 
fell to him to negotiate the contract for the 
twenty-six inch equatorial telescope of the 
old naval observatory and supervise its con- 
struction. In 1870 he was sent to take ob- 
servations of gn eclipse of the sun, visible 
from the Meciterranean. He established a 
station at Gibraltar. Clouds interfered with 
the observation, but Newcomb utilized his 
opportunity for making observations con- 
cerning the minor motions of the moon. He 
kept at his work until he solved this problem 
and developed formule for the construction 
of accurate lunar tables. 


Writes Stories and Novel. 

His withdrawal! from the regular service did 
not put an end to his work. He continued 
the production of astronomical] treatises and 
stepped into the realm of belles letters. 
wrote magazine stories and published a novel 
in the vein of Jules Verne. 

He was made an officer of the Legion of 
Honor in 1893 and in 1907 he was made a com- 
mander. Congress granted him special au- 
thority three years ago to receive knighg- 
hood in the Prussian order of merit for sci- 
ence and art at the hands of the kaiser. The 
membership is limited to sixty, of whom 
thirty are always native Germans. He was 


a member of the National Academy of Sci- 


ence and for six years was vice president.

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CATERPILLARS TAKE A LINER 


Embryonic Moths Invade All 
Parts of Steamer New York. 


RUSH FOR WATER WAGON, 


Effort to Kill Off New England Pest 
Cause of the Trouble. 


New York, July 11.—[Specia].]}—The Amer- 
ican line steamship New York, in today from 
Southampton and Cherbourg. had an ex- 
perience during the voyage probably without 
precedent in oceah going anhals. Caterpil- 
lars, big red and green fellows, began’ to ap- 
pear in the vessel's staterooms, assembly 
rooms, vestibules, passageways, companion- 
ways, om deck, inthe scuppers. along'the rall, 
and in various nooks and crannies soon after 
the ship left Cherbourg. 

When the advance guard of the green and 
red army, the ranking officers of which are 
about two inches long, appeared in the smok- 
ing room it is affirmed: seriously Chat certain 
passengers who spend most of their time 
studying navigation with marine glasses not 
of the binocular type, scrambled upon the 
water wagon as quickly as they could. 

The caterpillars were no respecters of the 
soup, of the crew, or passengers, and the 
crevices, keyholes. and openings under the 
doors and shutters and spaces of incalculably 
small dimensions were ample highways for 
the variegated horde. 


* Search Finds Invasion Cause. 

On the second day out the stewards prompt- 
ly earried word of the invasion to the chief 
steward, who reported to the officer {i 
charge of the cargo, and the explanation wa 
not as long in coming as were effective meas- 
ures to arrest the plague that threatened to 
be more extensive. 

Thirty cases, the temporary home of the 
untold thousands of caterpillars, upon which 
are being imported millions of parasites to 
kill off the gipsy moth of New England, had 
been placed in an empty steerage compart- 
ment, forward on the lower deck. 

Dr. L. O. Howard; chief of the bureau of 
entomology of the department of agriculture 
in Washington, is importing the parasites. 
They have been arriving here at the rate of 
2,000 boxes a day since May 1. There are 
fifty-two varieties of the parasite, but only 
one variety of the caterpillar coming. 


Follow Draft About Ship. 

It happened that the New York’s cold 
storage compartments were full before the 
caterpillars, bearing the millions of para- 
sites, were put aboard. In the refrigerator 
the caterpillars are in a comatose state 
and do not attempt to escape. But on the 
lower deck the warmth aroused them and 
they got uneasy. Traveling to leeward with 
the draft created by the motion of the ship 
they went as’ far as they liked until their 
presence became known. 

After the first attack the cases were 
transferred to a vacant steerage compart- 
ment aft on the same deck and thereafter 
when the caterpillars escaped they traveled 
with the breeze overboard astern.

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FLOODS STOP CHICAGO TRAINS 


Scores of Passengers Tied Up In- 
definitely in Kansas City. 


ROADS MAKE BIG DETOURS. 


Rains Threaten to Add Mure Trouble 
to Present Washouts. 


Kansas City, Mo., July 11.—[Special.]— 
Scores of passengerg bound for Chicago are 
tied up in’ Kansas City tonight because of 
washouts, due to the heavy floods, and the 
railroads will give no promise as to the time 
they can expect to be carried to their desti- 
natipn. 

Two railroads, the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé and the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul, annulled their regular Chicago trains 
tonight. The Milwaukee road, however, sent 
out a special at 3 o’clock, detoured via St. 
Louis. Practically all of the other roads are 
detouring their Chicago trains over the Mis- 
souri Pacific route to St. Loula. 

The railroad officials are working hard to 
keep this roundabout way open, but do not 
claim that they can keep anywhere near 
schedule time. To passengers leaving for the 
east tonight theofficials promised they would 
be landed in safety in Chicago, but alPfigures 
as to the probable time of the arrival were 
abandoned. 

What makes the outlook more serious is 
the fact that rains were general in the Kan- 
sas watershed last night. Topeka reported a 
fal of 1:6 inches and Manhattan 2 inches. 
The full force of these rains will not be seen 
in the river at Kansas City for thirty-six 
hours. 

The Chicago and Alton railway’s 6 o’clock 
train for Chicago left here on time, but its 
later Chicago trains were annulled. This 
train was routed via the Missouri Pacific to 
Sedalia, thence via the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas.railway to Higbee, Mo., where it con- 
tinued on its own track to Chicago.

Movement Begun in New York 

Success in Several Euro- 
pean Countries. 


New York, July 11.—[Special.]—A move 
ment described as entirely new among the 
laity of the Roman Catholic church in this | 
country got its first real start in this city | 
today, although it had its beginning in the: 
work of an enthusiastic supporter earlier. 

Ite advocates believe that will spread | 
throughout the country and reach immense | 
proportions. It is a movement for a weekly 
laymen’s retreat for rest, meditation, and | 
religious refreshment, a “ week end.”’ not of | 
social dissipation or recreation but of retire- . 
ment from the world and recuperation under | 
religious influences. } 

The firat retreat began on Friday and ends 
tomorrow at Fordham university, where 
eighteen Catholic laymen went toinaugurate | 
the movement. As this was the first meet- | 
ing, or retreat, there was a departure today | 
from the intended routine in the assemblage | 
of the eighteen, with their spiritual! director, | 
im a social gathering for an exchange of | 
views upon the course to be pursued in es- : 
tablishing the movement. 


Retreat to Be One of Silence. 

Ordinarily the retreat is to he one of silence, 
the men not even speaking to one another 
during the three days’ sojourn. 

At today’s social assemblage the general 
idea of the movement was enthusiastically | 
supported, and when the eighteen men leave | 
the Fordham grounds tomorrow each will | 
conmitute himself a missionary for the 
cause. 

The men went to Fordham on Friday at 5 
p. m., and except for yesterday’s social and 
business meeting this has been their routine: 
Six a. m., rising; 6:40 a. m., meditation; 7 a. 
m., mass; 7:45 a. m., breakfast; 9 a. m., in- 
struction; 11 a. m., conference, one hour; 
12:15 p. m., examination of conscience; 12:30 
p. m., dinner; 3:30 p. m., instruction; 5 p. m., 
recitation of rosary; 6:30 p. m., supper; 8 
Pp. m., instruction, one hour; retire at will. 


Open to All People. 

Even in the so-called hour of conference 
the general rule of silence is scarcely broken, 
the only difference between conference and 
instruction as here listed being that at the 
conference the men ask any questions of 
the instructor they may please. ° 

Lawyers and business men, employers and 
clerks were represented, and it is the plan 
of the movement that the retreats be open 
to people of all conditions of life on one dem- 
ocratic plane. The retreat is not even |im- 
ited to Roman Catholic, but is open to every- 
body, no matter the religious faith pro- 
fessed. ; 

The plan is to have the retreats fifty times 
a year, every week end except that of Easter 
Sunday and the week of Christmas. It is 
hoped a regular place may be obtained near 
the city for the retreat, so as to be easily 
accessible and yet removed from the city’s 
great activity. 

If the movement is successful a building 
may be erected which may be known as the 
house of retreat,°-and the director will give 
his whole time to the work. 


Move Successful in Europe. 
The movement has had large success in 


some European countries. It is said that in 
Belgium, where it was established not long 
ago, 10,000 men availed themselves of its 
yrivileges last year. 

The organizer of the movement here is 
Sydney J. Finlay, a downtown business man. 
The spiritual director is the Rev. Terence 
Shealy, 8. J., professor of jurisprudence at 
the Fordham university law school. Accord- 
ing to the plan he will be master of the whole 
movement.

Husband Rebels When Woman Be- 
comes Human Shoestring.

BERLIN, July 11.—Unholy fashions de- 
nounced by the vatican organ, Osservatore 
Romano, are responsible for a remarkable 
divorce just granted by the courts of Silesia 
on the representation that a wife had be- 
come intolerably thin in order to accommo- 
date her figure to the modish dress of the day. 
A Silesian judge was the complainant and 
the respondent was declared guilty in the 
eyes of the law. 

The petitioner said when he married his 
wife she was of a good figure. This year she 
suddenly decided she must be thinner to keep 
pace with the fashions. She began a stren 
uous cure, which reduced her thirty-one 
pounds, 

Three hours each morning she worked to 
grow thin. She played tennis two hours and 
took several walks daily lasting an hour each, 
She ate like a bird and her rosy complexion 
gradually changed to a chronic paleness. 
She dwindled away until her weight, al- 
though she was 5 feet in héight. was only 76 
pounds. She attained her ambition, how- 
ever, and could wear a really fashionable 
gown, which made her look like a shce- 
string. 

When the judge forbade his wife to continue 
fading away she defied him. In his divorce 
proceedings the judge contended his wife had 
deceived him, because he had bargained to 
marry a lady of naturally ample proportions. 
Had she been ill, he said, it would have.been 
his duty uncomplainingly to watch her grow 
thin, but as she sacrificed herself merely 
in response to the dictates of fashion he as- 
serted his right to be rid of her. After a 
fiery attack on the barbaric styles by the 
judge’s counsel, the divorce was granted. 


TROOPS SENT FROM HALIFAX 
TO END RIOTS AT COLLIERY. 


About Half of the Miners at Sydney, N. 
S., Go on Sympathetic Strike, and 
Belgians Deride the Others. 


SYDNEY, N. S., July 11.—Unable to cope 
with the lawleseness of strike rioters at the 
Inverness colliery today, Mayor D. H. Mec- 
Leod was forced to call troops from Halifax 
to restore order. The Inverness colliery is 
owned by the firm of Mackenzie & Mann. 
which is not connected in any way with the 
Wominion Coal company. against which the 
Glace Bay strike {s aimed. but about half the 
men at the Inverness colliery belong to the 
United Mineworkers of America. and they 
went out on a sympathetic strike last Friday. 

The men of the Provincial Workingmen's 
association continued at work in the mine, 
but late yesterday, when they were leaving 
the workings for their homes, they were met 
by a crowd of 300 men, boys, and women, 
mostly Belgians, who saluted them with va- 
rious epithets. 


PERSIAN COSSACKS ‘RETIRED 
IN FIGHT WITH NATIONALISTS. 


Royalists Shell Position of Enemy, but 
Fail to Dislodge Troops—Charge of 
Shah’s Soldiers Repulsed. 


TEHERAN, Persia, July 11.—Persian cos- 
sacks, commanded by Russian officers, and 
other troops of the shah, numbering alto- 
gether 1,200, this morning made an attack 
upon the united nationalist forces under 
Sipahdar and Sardarasad, at a point fifteen 
miles from Teheran. 

Although the royalists shelled the nation- 
alists’ position with four guns for two hours 
they failed to dislodge the enemy. Two 
hundred of the cossacks advanced to within 
half a mile of the nationalists, keeping up 
a heavy fire with Maxims and quick firers. 
The nationalists replied at intervals with a 
single gun, dropping a number of shells 
among the cossacks and compelling them to 
retire. 


CHICAGO TABLET |S UNVEILED. 


Memorial Erected in Honor of City’s 
Hospitality to Pilgrim Fathers 
by Congregational Club. 


AMSTERDAM, Netherlands, July 11.—A 
bronze tablet, presented by the.Chicago Con- 
gregational club in commemoration of the 
arrival of the Pilgrim fathers in Amsterdam 
in 1609 and in recognition of the hospitality 
of the city of Amsterdam. was unveiled today 
in the English Reformed church. Since the 
year 1607 English speaking people have wor- 
shiped at this church, including many of the 
pilgrims and others who in the seventeenth 
eentury became colonists in America. 

The Congregational club of Chicago was 
represented by the Rev, William E. Barton 
of Oak Park. who was One of the active mem- 
bers of the organization in the 
taining an appropriation for the memorial. 

A memorial sermon was preached by the 
Rev. Wiliiam Elliot Griffis, whois the author 
of ‘Pilgrims in Their Three Homes, Eng- 
land. Holland, and America.’’ Dr. Griffis. in 
behalf of Rutgers college, yesterday present- 
ed a similar tablet to the University of 
Utrecht. He will present others during the 
coming week to various places associated 
with the early Dutch Settlers in, America. 
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BOLIVIA CAPITAL 
SWEPT BY RIOTERS 


Peruvian and Argentine Lega- 
tions Are the Centers 
of the Trouble. 


ALIENS IN GRAVE PERIL. 


Great Damage Is Done in the 
City; Street Fights Are 
Frequent. 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, July 11.—La Pag is given 
over tonight to riot. The people swarmed 
into the streets and did much damage, The 
electric light. wires were cut and pillaging 
was begun on all sides. Shots were heard in 
every direction. The situation for foreign- 
ers, especially Peruvian and Argentine Fesi- 
dents, is extremely serious. 

The guards protecting the Peruvian and Ar- 
gentine legations were suddenly withdrawn 


for some unknown reason. When this became. 


known street mobs renewed their attacks on 
the legations, causing serious damage. 

The Argentine minister, Sefior Fonseca, and 
his wife had a narrow escape {rom injury. 
They made their way out of the legation and 
ran a distance of eight blocks, finally seeking 
protecticn ‘in the home of the president of 
Bolivia. 

No Explanation of Laxness. 

No explanation has been made as to why 
‘the strict measures ordered by the authori- 
tiles at the first sign of trouble have not been 
enforced. Manifestations have been numer- 
ous in public places, and at a meeting held 
yesterday a portrait of Figueroa Alcorta. 
president of Argentina, wes placed head 
aGewnward on a pole and stoned to pieces. 

It is reported here that considerable ex- 
citement prevaltis at Lima and Buencs Aires, 
and the Argentine government's silence in 
the face of Bolivian protests is regarded as 
ominous.

TACNA, Chile, July 11.—Advices received 
here tonight indicate a serious condition at 
la Paz, but shortly after 9 o'clock tele- 
graphic communication with La Paz ceased. 
It is believed the telegraph wires have been 
cut.

MAY HONOR “DARK HORSE.” 


Emperor Has Not Made Up His Mind 
Ri garding Chanevllorsbip. 


BERLIN, July 11.—The emreror has asked 
Prince von Buelow whom he would suggest 
as his successor in the chancellorship, and 
the prince has recommended Dr. von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, minister of the interior, and 
vice chancellor. 

The.emperor has, however, taken counsel 
with others regarding the chancellorship, 
among them being Count zu Eulenberg, 
grand marshal of the royal court. who has 
long been regardecby the emperor as a wise 
friend, and Privy Ccuncilor von Valentini, 
chief of the emperor's civil cabinet. 


Other High Officials Mentioned. 

The opinion among government officials 
appears to settle upon Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, especially as the widening circle 
leanns of Chancellor von Buelow’'s recom- 
mendation. Several other high officials have 
been mentioned for the office. and there ts 
always the possibility that the emperor will 
choose quite outside of any publicly named 
person. 

The emperor is expected to arrive in Berlin 
on Tuesday. He will remain here tor two 
days. during. which time Chancellor ven 
Buelow will retire anc his successor will be 
appointed. 


Kaiser Feels Presence Is Duty. 

His majesty regards it as his duty to be at 
the seat of government while the change is 
taking place. not only because of the impor- 
tance of the event for the erfipire but because 
he desires to show consideration toward both 
the retiring. chancellor.and the statesman 
who is about to take t:p that position.

Value of Exercise Admitted by 
the Rev. Mr. Mitchell 
in Sermon.

The exaltation of athletics in American 
eolleges promises to produce a race of mus- 
euler giants and intellectual dwarfs, accord- 
ing to the Rev. Charlies Bayard Mitchell of 
st. James’ Methodist church, who preached 
jest night on “ Athletics or Religion.’ 

The speaker declared that under the pres- 
ent conditions athletics seemed to be encour- 
aged at the expense of religion. The football 
player is made the hero, he said, and the 
intellectual giant is scorned. He predicted 
dire results if the present system does not 
undergo a change. 3 

“There are few of our large colleges,” 
gaid he, “that are not stronger on athietics 
than they are on study. The student who 
wresties with his books is called an ‘old 
grind, while the man who breaks an ath- 
jetic record is placed on a pedestal of glory. 

“Gym” the Big Building. 

“ Just look at the money that is spent every 
year on college athletics. If the thousands of 
gollars that go toward building up tracks and 


- athletic fields were devoted every year ta 


equipping laboratories for scientific research 
much more g00d would be done for the world. 

“When you go to- one of the big universities 
you see a magnificent building that stands 
out above all the others. You immediately 
ask what itis. Do they tell you it is a chem- 
ical laboratory or a bible institute or a law 
or medical building? Certainly not. They 
answer with much pride that it is the gym- 
nasium. There you have the entire case ina 
nutshell. The gym receives the first atten- 
tion and the first funds, and if there is any 


 feft it is apportioned out among the ether 


departments. 

“ The trustees and the college management 
are not altogether to blame for this condition 
ef affairs. Much of the blame rests with the 
college society or fraternity. These organ- 
izations lend all of their influence to the 
promotion of athietica, and they spend more 
time in trying to get their members on the 
football team and track team than they do on 
atudy or anything else. 

“When I went to college I played football 
and baseball and was also a member of the 
track team. But 1 did not devote all of my 
time to developing my muscles. What we 
want in our colleges is brain, not brawn. 
We should have more character and less 
ealisthenics. 

Girls Neglected by Parents. 

In his morning sermon the Rev. Percival H. 
Barker of the First Congregational church, 
Maywood, said parents should watch more 
glosely after their daughters. He said: 

“If the old brindle cow breaks loose at mid- 
night you hurriedly dress yourself and search 
diligently until you find it; but let your 16 
year old daughter fail to return home at that 
time and you quietly retire for the night® 
We dare not be too optimistic concerning the 
future greatness of our republic when fathers 
are so interestes in the almighty dollar that 
they neglect the almighty girl. Too frequent- 
ly these children may be found in the dance 
halls of our amusement parks, where young 
girls are dragged downward by bad men and 
worse women. 

“lt is not the slums, but our better homes 
that supply these resorts with girls, who 
flirt away their hearts until they are tnca- 
peble of the pure, deep, undying love a wife

SEEK PURE MILK FOR BABIES 


Health Inspectors Concentrated 
on Summer Campaign. 


ASK AID OF HOUSEWIVES. 


Define Necessary Icing Precautions 
After Delivery. by Companies, 


—— 


The milk supply must be improved and pro- 
tected in the hot days of this month and 
August to save the lives_of many Chicago 
infants. That is the belief of the city health 
department, which announced in its weekly 
bulletin, issued last night, that during the 
next few weeks the work of the milk in- 
spectors will be concentrated in the. dis- 
tricts where the highest infant mortality 
was reported last year. 

2 effort will be made,”’ says the bulletin, 
“to counsel and to codperate with the milk 
dealers in these districts with the aim of 
materially improving the milk supply this 
summer. 

“Primarily it will be necessary to have all 
places where milk ts handled in good sani- 
tary condition, and all utensils and recepta- 
cles in which milk is conveyed perfectly 
clean, sterilized if possible. 


Predicts Big Improvement. 


procured, together with proper refrigeration, 
should result in marked betterment of the 
milk delivered in these communities. Wher- 
ever it is possible the department inspectors 
will Msist that the milk be iced from the 
time it reaches the city until it is delivered 
to the consumer. 

* Unfortunately we cannot eupervise care- 
fully enough the care of milk in the home. 
Here purity, cleanliness, and cold are just 
as essential. Whenever milk is placed ina 
can and exposed to the air all the bacteria 
which get into the milk from the air will in- 
erease rapidly as long as the milk remains 
warm. At 45 degrees Fahrenheit or below 
they remain dormant or increase siowly. 


' Points Out Housewife’s Duty. 
“If the producer and dealer will do their 


er’'s door a bottle of clean, cold, unadulter- 
ated milk. It will then be up to the house- 
wife to see that the milk ts kept clean and 
wholesome. It will become unfit for food, 
especially for babies, by improper treatment 
in the homes. Improper treatment consists, 
first, in placing it in unclean receptacles; 
second. exposing it unnecessarily to the air; 
third, failing to keep it cool up to the time of 
using it.’

Mysterious Meeting of Baptist 


Theological Union Called 
for Tomorrow. 


DIVINITY, SCHOOL TILT. 


Trustee Hints at Money Perver- 
sion and Promises Sensation 
if He Is Removed. : 


A mysterious meeting of the Baptist Theo- 
logical union, to be followed by a session of 
the board of trustees of the organization, fs 
called for tomorrow afternoon at 2 o'clock in 
the University of Chicago officea, 185 Adams 
street. 

Charles A. Marsh, president, would not ad- 
mit yesterday that there is anything to 
arouse suspicion regarding the meetings, but 
the Rev. Johnston Myers holds another view. 
Dr. Myers declared that he expected the 
members to take action on the question of his 
remaining a member of the board of trustees 
of the divinity school at the university. He 
said furthe~ that to prepare for any summary 
action that might be taken he would make a 
speech before the body. 


Will Defend Himself. 

bring up my case or not,” said Dr. Myers at 
his home. ‘If they try to drop me from the 
University of Chicago divinity board, you 
can be sure that I will furnish the greatest 
excitement in the history of the university. 
I am going to unburden my mind, at al) 
events. I am going to tell them how the 
money subscribed to form a Baptist univer- 
sity in the northwest has been perverted. 
Since Mr. Rockefeller has givem his $24,000,- 
000 and others have followed, the trustees 
have forgotten the original purpose the 
founders had in mind when they gave their 
money to it. ‘ 

“I insist on explaining my attitude in re- 
gard to the $100 I gave and which has caused 
considerable agitation. It was not my idea 
to give the impression that I want the money 
back. I will explain that if I had known 
what was to become of it I would not have 
given it, Neither would about 400 others. 


Assails Prof. Foster. 


* Would I take it if offered by Prof. Foster, 
as I understand he has done? Certainly, but 
I would not agree to let the university rest 
in peace as long as he and Prof. Starr are on 
its faculty. I would take a vacation with 
half of the money, and would use the rest to 
circulate excerpts from his books. 

“Another secret: For several years I 
have advised every young man who wanted 
to become a Baptist minister to go anywhere 
except to the University of Chicago or its 
theological seminary. I have sent them to 
divinity schools of other denominations.” 

“ But the trustees of the university insist 
on not paying attention to your advice,”’ was 
suggested. 

“ That is because the university is young. 
They wil) all come back to their senses. One 
thing is certain—as long as I am connected 
with the institution I shal) fight for a return 
to.old principles, for the ousting of atheism 
and atheists. If they put me out, I know 
their motives, and will surely expose them. 
They are crying for freedom of thought and 
speech, but they would like to muzzle me.”

AID THE PRESIDENT. 
President Taft will labor with the con- 
ference committee to get a tariff bill 


of falsity to the promises of a down- 
ward revision which he made before and 
since the election. His unaided efforts 
may suffice, but he should have help. 
The members of the committee with 
whom he will have to deal are of the 
“stand pat” faith, When a battle is 
waged over tariff revision the banner 
under which they fight always bears the 
unpleasant device, ‘“ excelsior.” 

If the recommendations of the com- 
mittee shall not come up to the presi- 
dent’s legitimate desires, then will be the 
time for Republican members of the 
house who have learned since they went 
to Washington last March that their con- 
stituents are not “ standpatters,”” and do 
not wish them to be, to hold up Mz¢e. 
Taft’s hands. They can do it by voting 
against concurrence in the committee’s 
report. The states whose senators voted 
against the Aldrich bill should provide 
enough Republican representatives to re- 
ject the work of the conference commit- 
tee if it should not meet the president’s 
approval. ‘ 

Representative Mann has given notice 
that if the house conferees shall recom- 
mend that it accept the higher duty on 
print paper of the senate bill, he will 
vote against concurrence. The more nv- 
tices of this kind there are the more 
amenable to reason will the conference 
committee be. Representatives from the 
middle west would please their constitu- 
ents if they were to announce that they 
will not accept under any conditions the 
higher duties on lumber of the senate 
bill. Representatives who gave notice 
that they meant to vote against the re- 
port of the committee if it recommended 
that the house consent to the retention 
of the duty on hides would make a hit 
with their constituents, who believe free 
hides would mean cheaper shoes. 

Now is the time for representatives 
who have been home, or have heard 
from home since tariff legislation began 
to take shape, and who know the resent- 
ful feeling which prevails there, to ict 
it be understood that they’ intend to do 
all they can at this late stage of the 
game for the consumers. It is said 
Chairman Payne bas received letters 
from a ‘hundred Republicans of the 
house telling him that they will vote 
against any tariff bill which has not been 
purged of the senate increases. They 
should say publicly what they have told 
him privately. 


THE GENERAL EDUCATION FUND. 

The captious critic claims to be obsery- 
ing. When Mr. Rockefeller enjoys a 
quiet celebration of his birthday anniver- 
sary, the critic discovers that the public 
has made an enforced birthday offering to 
him of $500,000 because of a sudden ad- 
vance in the price of gasoline. If Mr, 
Rockefeller makes a donation of a large 
amount of money to some educational in- 
stitution, the critic notes an increase in 
the price of kerosene sufficient to refill 
the depleted purse. When Mr. Rocke- 
feller provides for educational purposes a 
foundation of $53,000,000, the critic sees 
in it only an attempt to return to the 
American people part of the money 
wrongfully taken from. them by the 
“Standard Oil octopus.” 

Others, with more kindly judgment, 
look with astonishment upon an endow- 
ment unparalleled in the annals of time. 
They consider it in connection. with the 
two Carnegie foundations, one for the en- 
couragement in the broadest and most lib- 
eral manner of investigation, research, 
and discovery, and the application of 
knowledge to the improvement of man- 
kind, the other for the advancement of 
teaching. They wonder what the $80,- 
000,000 represented in these three great 
enterprises will accomplish for American 
education as the years roll along. They 
tecall the cumulative character of the 
donations as if the end were not yet. 

The general education fund was estab- 
lished early in 1902 with a gift of $1,000,- 
000, to be used to promote education in 
the southern states. At last reports 15,- 
J00 demonstration farms had been estab- 
lished in Ala » Mississippi, Georgia, 
South Carolina, Nerth Carolina, Florida, 
and. Virginia and more than 500 high 
schools had been opened in Louisiana. A 
second gift of $10,000,000 followed in 
1905, to be use? according to a policy 
defined by the trustees in the words, “ To 
cobjperate sympathetically and helpfully 
with the religious denominations, to 
choose the centers of wealth and popula- 
tion as the permanent pivots of an edu- 
cational system, to mass its funds on en- 
dowments, securing in this work the 
largest possible local codperation.” - 

A third contribution in 1907 added $32,- 


riched by the fourth gift of $10,000,000. 
The trustees have aided many institu- 
tions. They have made gifts amounting 
to about $3,000,000. To secure these 
funds, friends of the schools aided have 
raised perhaps $12,000,000 more. The 
accomplishments already have been as- 
tonishing in the quickening of the life 
of American colleges and universities. 
What the advances of the future will be 
cannot be prophesied. But it is safe to

A DEPARTMENT OF HYGIENE. 

An interesting announcement comes 
from Cambridge. Harvard is to add a 
new department-to its medical curriculum. 
It will give its attention to the subject 
of public health and preventive medicine. 
A professor to have charge of the instruc- 
tion has been chosen dnd the new work 
will begin with the opening of the next 
university year. The statement is made 
that the department is established in 
recognition of the growing importance of 
the subject to be studied. 

In the large cities, particularly, the 
most casual observer has noted the trend 
of medical thought.s The health depart- 
ment has become an educator of the 
people. Its officials have carried the idea 
into many a household that a large share 
of the diseases of humanity may be pre- 
vented. The value of fresh air has been 
emphasized. The importance of cleanli- 
ness has been urged again and again. 
The necessity of careful attention to little 
details of household administration has 
been kept constantly in view. Sometimes 
the cynical laugh. But the officials con- 
tinue their work. Then they point to 
the mortality records as evidence of the 
value of vheir instruction. 

But the education has gone much far- 
ther. People know that the peril from 
yellow fever has been greatly abated. 
They know that diligent students have 
discovered the germs of special diseases 
‘and through the knowledge thus gainéd 
have opened the way to. prevention or 
quick control. ‘They have been greatly 
encouraged by the declarations that the 
“ white plague,” mankind’s ancient foe, is 
doomed because of modern niethods in 
medicine. They have prepared them- 
selves to believe that the great and 
crowning work of medical science is to 
be not the cure of the sick but the pre 
vention of disease. 

But there is need of much education 
yet before the glad da¥ hoped for comes. 
And the new Harvard department will 
have abundant opportunity for usefulness 
in training apostles of the faith in pre- 
ventive medicine who will go forth to 
fight with the hopeful men who have al- 
ready accomplished sc much for hu- 
manity. 


THE HARBOR ORDINANCE, 
The harbor question would take a more 
practical form if the municipality had au- 
thority to acqujre and operate or lease 
wharves and docks. The general assem- 
bly was asked at the last session to pass 


000,000 to the foundation, now further en- 


a bill conferring that authority upon the 
city. It did not see fit to do so. It set 
out with great enthusiasm to revoke un- 
used privileges granted the Dock and 
Canal company half a century ago, but 
suddenly let the matter drop. Whether 
the general assembly will on a future oc- 
casion give the city the authority it has 
asked for is veiled in darkness. If the 
“council were to pass a harbor ordinance 
reserving to the city the right to buy 
piers to whose construction consent was 
given, the reservation would be of no 
value. The passage of such an ordinance 
would, however, be a recognition of ths 
rights of the Dock and Canal company. 

While the harbor committee of the 
council is at liberty to discuss the ques- 
tion whether the city should »Duild a sys- 
tem of docks and lease or operate it the 
discussion will be to some extent an aca- 
demic one. The question would become 
a practical one if Gov. Deneen would in- 
clude in the list of subjects to be con- 
sidered at the special session that of 
granting power to own docks, and if the 
legislature were to act favcrably thereon. 
The city ought to have the rpcwer, even 
if it were never used. 

Manifestly the ordinance submitted at 
the last meeting of the council should 
not be passed in its present shape, if 
passed at all. The public hearings de 
cided on by the harbor committee will] 
serve to bring out the defects of the or- 
dinance. They will assist in determining 
the policy of Chicago as to the harbor 
question. All who have given it any 
thought should attend the hearings and 
estate their views fully,

MPEROR NICHOLAS II., while at- 

tending during the last few days the 

festivities at Pultowa, in connection 

with the celebration of the bicente- 

nary of the crushing defeat there in- 
flicted by Peter the Great upon Charles XII. 
of Sweden, who was driven to filght and com- 
pelled to seek refuge in Turke¥, made his 
headquarters at Dikanjka, a chateau three 
miles distant from Pultowa, belonging to his 
aid de camp, Gen. Prince Victor Kotchubey, 
who is at the head of the civil list depart- 
ment of the imperial household, and who 
ever since his sovereign's boyhood has been 
one of his favorite associates and particular 
cronies, having accompanied him as such on 
his military trip to the far orient while he 
was still czarovitch. 

The prince, who is married to one of the 
Bjeloselski-Bjelosers, celebrated for the bril- 
ancy of her entertainments at St. Peters- 
burg, is the chief of the oldest and most 
illustrious of the noble and one time petty 
sovereign houses of the Ukraine, and is de- 
scended in a direct line from the heroine of 
the well known story of Mazeppa, which has 
furnished the inspiration to 60 many poets, 
chief among the number being Pushkin and 
his English counterpart, Lord Byron. The 
husband, Vladimir Kotchubey, on detecting 
his wife’s infatuation for Mazeppa, bound 
the latter, stripped of clothes, to the back of 
an untamed horse. 


oe 


The animal on being loosened gaJloped off 
to his native wilds, where, half dead and in- 
sensible, Mazeppa was released from his ter- 
rible position and restored to animation by 
some Cossack peasants. In time he rendered 
himself so popular among them that he was 
appointed, t of all, secretary and adjutant 
to Samollovitch, their hetman, or chief, and 
afterward succeeded him as hetman. Then 
he became .a favorite of Peter the Great, 
who bestowed upon him the title of Prince 
Mazeppa. 

He availed himself of his advantageous po- 
sition at the court of Russia to secure the 
delivery into his hands of Viadimir Kotchu- 
bey-—-that is to say, of the husband of the 
lady with whom he had been infatuated. 
After subjecting Kotchubey to the most ter- 
rible tortures he turned him over to Peter 
the Great, charging him with such crimes as 
caused that monarch to nave his head struck 
off. 

Before Kotchubey was put toj death, how- 
ever, he managed to issue a warning to the 
czar that Mazeppa was no friend of Russia 
and was bent upon betraying the latter to 
Charles XII. of Sweden. Peter paid no at- 
tention to the matter at the time, but when, 
a few months later, Mazeppa joined Charles 
XII., the emperor, realizing somewhat late in 
the day the injustice of which he had been 
guilty toward Kotchubey, caused his memory 
to be revered as that of a martyr. 

Mazeppa, after the disastrous battle of 
Pultowa, ended his life by poison at Bender 
to escape a worse fate at the hands of Peter. 
The grandson of this Kotchubey, who, it is 
needless to say, was of Crimean Tartar ori- 
gin, was raised by Emperor Pau! to the rank 
of count, and later by Nicholas I. to that of 
prince and chancellor of the empire. 
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The Kotchubeys are a numerous family. 
Cne of them married a daughter of the fa- 
mous Spanish marshal, Serrano, who during 
the reign of Queen Isabella was repeatedly 
dictator, and, after her deposition, on two 
separate occasions president of the Spanish 
republic. This Spanish born Princess Kotch- 
ubey lives almost entirely abroad with her 
mother, the widowed duchéss de la Torre, 
dividing her time between Paris and Madrid 
and serving as a sort of petticoated hyphen 
between the courts of Spain and Russia. 

Then there is Prince Leon Kotchubey, 
whose wife is a daughter of the late imperial 
Prince Romanowski, duke of Leuchtenberg, 
and of the first of his two morganatic wives— 
namely: Daria Opotchinina, who was cre- 
ated comtesee de Beauharnais by Alexander 
Il. on the occasion of her marriage. Leon 
Kotchubey, it may be remembered, got into 
serious trouble at Dresden during the Japa- 
nese-Russian war by almost Killing a hote] 
porter who had handed him,. along with 
some other newspapers, a comic sheet con- 
taining some abominable caricatureg por- 
traying the czar and his generals undergoing 
indignities at the hands of the Japanese. 
Leon Kotchubey thought that the porter had 
meant to insult him. 

The affair attracted a considerable amount 
of attention at the time, oving to the mis- 
tery with which the German police environed 
the matter—a mystery which gave ‘rise to 
the impression that the porter’s assailant 
was a member of the imperial family. Prince 
Leon was forced by the Dresden courts to 
pay a heavy sum in damages for the injuries 
which he had inflicted upon the porter; suf- 
ficient, indeed, to assure the i2tter an income 
for the remainder of his days. Leon's mother, 
by the bye, was the daughter of Bressaut, the 
celebrated French actor. 

The most remarkable member .f the Kotch- 
ubey family that I have ever known was, 
however, old Princess Helen Kotchubey, for 
so many years grand mistrees of the house- 
hold to the now widowed czarina, and to all 
intents and purposes the dictator of St. Pe- 
tersburg society. She was celebrated for the 
number of her affaires de cour. She had 
eloped no less than eight or tentimee. Yet 
these escapades never in any way interfered 
with her position, elther at court or in society, 
nor did they in the slightest degree dimin- 
ish the severity with which she,’in ‘her réle 
of grand mistress of the court, regarded the 
indiscretions of others, 
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Lord Rosebery Intends to follow up his vig- 
orous protest against the penal and revolu- 
tionary features of the budget of the As- 
quith. government by closing up Mentmore, 
his magnificent country seat in Buckingham- 
shire, which came to ‘him through his mar- 
riage in, 1878 with Miss Hannah de Roth- 
schild, only daughter and heiress of Baron 
Meyer de Rothschild; who-probably wds the 
richest member of the great dynasty of 
Rothschild. If Lord Rosebery closes Ment- 
more it wil) be rather by way of protest than 
on account Of financial straits. For he ig 
enormously rich, having the control and en- 
joyment of his wife's colossal fortune as long 
as he lives. It is not until his death that it 
will pass to her children, and his refusal] to 
furnish his daughter, Lady Peggy, with an 


| adequate dowry on her marriage to the ear! 


of Crewe, or to relinquish to her any portion 
of her mother’s fortune since that time, hag 
been the cause of no end of bitterness he- 
tween her husband, Lord Crewe, and his 
father-in-law. 

Of course !f Mentmore is closed it wil 
mean a great loss to all that portion of Buck- 
inghamshire in which this superb domain ig 
situated. It will involve the throwing out of 
employment .of a whole army of servants 
and of retainers, added to which the trade 
in the neighboring town will suffer severely. 
In fact, the prospect of the closing up of 
most of the great country houses tn the 
event of the budget passing is re<ponsibie 
for the growth of popular opposition to its 
provisions, at any rate in the rural districts 
and in financial circles.

Green Aphis. 


The green aphis is one of the most per 
sistent and troublesome enemies of the rose 
bush.

The remedies 
are Several and consist of various prepara- 
tions of tobacco in solution used as a@ spray. 
A good method is to take a large popcorn 
popper, place in it a layer of live coals, and 
On this place a thick layer of tobacco stems 
thet have been Slightly dampened, and hold 
under the affected plant. If a sheet or other 
covering can be placed over the plant to con- 
fine the fumes the results will be more sat- 
isfactory. Frequent and thorough spraying 
is also a good treatment.

WOMAN TBLIS NAVY SERET 


Mrs. Evans Reveals Why Fair 
Sex Can’t Go on Warships. 


CAUSED BY OFFICER'S WIFE. 


Smuggled Man Aboard Thinking She 
Was Doing Humane Act. 


Boston, Mass., July 11.—[{Specia)l.]—Why 
are the wives of American officers barred 
from battleships? 

This question, which has puzzled the fair 
sex for years, has at last been answered by 
the wife of America’s foremost naval officer. 
Mrs. Robley D. Evans, wife of the admiral 
who was in Boston a few days ago on her 
way to Bar Harbor for the summer, hae‘et 
out the secret of the mysterious regulation, 
and has told how one of her own sex, in do- 
ing a humane act, brought about the barring 
of women from warships. 

Some years ago Mrs. Evans accompanied 
her husband, who was then in command of 
a warship, on a cruise in tropical waters. 


Appeals to Woman for Protection. 

While in one of the Latin American ports 
the wife of an officer.was seated on deck one 
evening enjoying the breezes when a man 
crept up out of the companionway and pre- 
sented himself before her.

South American revolutionist and begged for 
protection. She finally consented to hide him 
in the ship’s hold. 

Little realizing the international complica- 
tions which hung upon her action, she was 
convinced of having done a good deed. 

This conviction lasted, however, no longer 
than the next day, when far out at sea the 
hidden desperado was found by one of the 
ship’s crew. 

“ How dfd he get aboard?” was the instant 
inquiry. 


“Traitor Confesses’; Rule Is Made. 

That some one had assisted him and that 
consequently there was a traitor aboard one 
of Uncle Sam’s battleships was the immedi- 
ate conclusion. 

Then it was that the frightened and shame- 
faced ‘“‘traitor’’ appeared and told her 
story.

GRAIN REPORTS 
STEADY STOCKS 
New York Market Is Held 


Firm Despite Heavy Prof- 
it Taking Sales. 


CORN TO BREAK RECORD. 


Improvement Shown Also by a 
Great Increase in Pig Iron 
Production.

[NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LBADER.} 

NEW YORK, July 11.—[Special.]—Of fore- 
most importance among the week’s develop- 
ments affecting the general financial situa- 
tion was the government's report on the con- 
dition of crops as of July 1. In order to 
fully appreciate the significance of the gov- 
ernment’s showing it is necessary to recall 
the gloomy prognostications which followed 
the first reports of the present season on 
agricultural) conditions. 

While the wheat fields have thus been set- 
ting at naught the earlier predictions, corn 
likewise has been progressing under such 
favorable conditions as make certain, in the 
absence entirely of unusual weather, ‘a 
bumper harvest. On the increase of over 
7,000,000 acres area under cultivation the 
condition has so improved as-to indicate a 
crop of 38.300,000,000 bushels, a yield abso- 
lutely without precedent. 

Although for ‘reasons difficult to discover, 
unless, indeed, because it figures so promi- 
nently in our foreign trade, wheat monop- 
olizes the public interest among agricultural 
products, yet as a matter of fact our corn 
crop is in the agricultural sense and, there- 
fore, in the financial sense, the country’s 
mainstay. 


Crops May Bring $1,600,000,000. 

This year’s crop, if the present promises 
are translated into a fact, will, on th basis 
of prevailing prices, constitute no less than 
one-third in money value of the season’s farm 
returns. Applying the prices to the indicated 
yield, the outlook is for a crop worth at least 
$1,600,000,000, a truly gigantic sum. 

On the stock market the assurance of a 
good harvest did Httle more than to steady 
the market, in which profit taking sales pre- 
dominated. So inactive, however, was the 
trading through the short week that noth- 
ing in the way of auguries of the future could 
be safely deduced unless, indeed, there was 
a promise of continued firmness and dull- 
ness flowing from the indisposition of the 
public to sell the stocks it already has or to 
purchase more, 


Other Trades Show Gains. 

Outside of the crop report there were sev- 
era! developments of more or Jess importance 
to the markets, but they conformed so close- 
ly to the expectations as to possess little im- 
mediate influence. ‘The publication of tne 
returns from the many furnaces of the coun- 
try revealed the fact that the pig iron pro- 
duction is rapidly approaching the highest 
levels of the past. Railroad earnings con- 
tinue to reflect increases in the traffic as 
compared with similar periods of 1908 and 
approach closely to the record earnings of 
1906-1907.

July Crop Report Develops Sen- 
sational Speculation. 


CORN PROSPECT IS BRIGHT. 


Rains Have Damaged All Crops Since 
the Crop Repor: Was Issued. 


Wheat advanced sharply after the July re- 
port of the department of agriculture was 
anncunced, and the vagaries of grain specu- 
lation were seldom more flagrantly exempli- 
fied than during the week just closed. Un the 
face of the report, which was substantiated 
by figures that are as reliable as can be ob- 
tained concerning the growing grains at this 
season, prosperity was spelled in bold liet- 
ters, The indicated yield of farm products 
was shown to be the largest ever estimated 
on July 1. 

But in the face of this most excellent pros- 
pect and the generally satisfactory crop 
situation, which is of more importance to our 
agriculturists, our industries, our wage earn- 
ers, and our transportation companies, the 
epéeculative value of our farm products was 
advanced several cents a bushel. 


Winter Wheat Crop Short. 

Undoubtedly, and almost unmistakably, we 
will not raise as much winter wheat as was 
garnered a year ago, but taking the best 
guide we have, the pressnt indication is that 
we will raise and market as much as during 
the year 1907, which was considered a good 
crop. It is.probably true that our stocks of 
grains have nearly been exhausted and that 
perhaps our farmers have never marketed a 
crop of the magnitude of last year as closely | 
before the beginning of another harvest as 
they have during the last twelvemonth, or at 
as high prices, 

There is, however, nothing new in this 
Statement. The so-called Patten deal was 
engineered on the same theory and the latest 
figures showing the world’s available sup- 
plies place the supply of breadstuffs in Amer- 
ica at only a little more than 30,000,000 bu, a 
loss of approximately 18,000,000 bu in a 
month, and the available supply of the whole 
world is a little more than 26,000,000 bu less 
than on June 1, and around 9,000,000 bu 
smaller than the statistics showed at the 
same time last year. 

There is.a good chance, nevertheless, that 
our spring wheat sections will make up the 
loss in winter wheat and show a fair surplus, 
but the speculative element apparently lose 
sight of everything except the alleged fact 
that we will not have enough wheat to meet 
the requirements of this country and at a 
long distance are going on the theory that 
crops are going to be something akin to a 
fiat “failure in other countries. Speculation 
and optimism do not alway go well hand in 
hand, so it is easy to see why prices should 
advance in the face of bountiful crops. 


Old Corn Held Back. 
The old corn crop has not all been sold and 
there is a prospect that this country will 
raise the largest amount in its history this 
year; still it wae easy for a few shorts in the 
speculative market to advance the price of 
this céreal in the face of such a gratifying 
condition. Most farmers undoubtedly wel- 
come such a situation, bufthe price most cer- 
tainly is not warranted by the law of supply 
and demand; and with a prospect of having 
more of this grain than we ever had before, 
it is getting too expensive to eat, is not cheap 
enough to use for fuel, and there Is little profit 
in feeding it to livestock around existing quo- 
tations.

hold it back until the speculators fix a price 
at which he is willing to make satisfactory 
relinquishments. 

Rains Cause Damage. 

There is not much doubt that the recent 
rains have damaged corn and other grains to 
a less or greater extent. but where thisis true 
it has been mostly on the lowlands; but the 
reports of the week, some reliable and others 
to be taken with a grain of salt, did not indl- 
cate that the situation was so serious that it 
could not be rectified with thé right kind of 
weather. There was much apprehension 
concerning the situation in Kansasand other 
large wheat raising states, as harvest is in 
progress and has been delayed because of the 
wet weather. but in some of the good sections 
it was reported that wheat in shock had not 
been damager seriously. 

A period of sunshine would make it difficult 
to harvest successfully, however, as the 
grain would ripen rapidly and considerable 
loss would be experienced from shelling. 


Oats Prices Uncertain. 

Oats prices acted much the same as those 
of other cereals—moving In sympathy with 
sentiment—rather than with the actual con- 
ditions. There is a promise of excellegt 
yields, but with heavy rains coming ata ti 
when the crop is ready for harvest this grain 
usually lodges badly and makes reaping difi- 
cult. The crop is not out of the critical 
period and won't be for two or three weeks 
and some of the leading specialists say 
there is yet plenty of time for serious damage ~ 
to occur. 

Rye and bartey were affected in about the 
same proportion as the other cereals as a re- 
sult of the bad weather, but it Is believed 
that satisfactory yields will be eventually 
secured. 

Provision Trade Lighf. 

Generally the trade in provisions was light 
and prices irregular. To a certain extend 
prices were influenced by the vacillations of 
corn values and were not materially influ- 
enced by the stock of meats in the west, - 
which showed a decrease of 14 per cent less 
than a month ago, while the price of that 
commodity was 24 per cent higher. 

There was some liquidation of lard at times 
as the price of hogs declined, but on the 
reactions there was indication that packers 
increased their holdings materially. For the 
season to date the packing of hogs in the 
west has fallen off 810,000 head.

er consumptive channel! for all merchandise’ 
which developed, testified to the increased 
confidence in the outlook held by merchants 
and manufacturers generally. 

Attendance of outside buyers in the local 
market for furniture, carpets, rugs, house 
furnishings, and fall dry goods was large, 
and the buying, stimulated by steadily ad- 
vancing. prices and prospects of further 
gains in the near future, reached most grati- 
fying proportions. Wholesale grocery trade 
also showed seasonable expansion, and sales 
made a larger aggregate, although a large 
share of the business was confined to spot 
goods, while futures were given less atten- 
tion than usual] at this season. 

Increased receipts of lumber went into con- 
sumption at firm prices, and there was a 
broader inquiry for brick, stone, and cement. 
Forwardings of iron and steel were materi- 
ally increased and arrangements were made 
to add to the producing capacity of steel 
mills and foundries. Hot weather restricted 
the consumption of domestic coal, but there 
was an unusually urgent inquiry for the 
steam coal, which more than offset the slug- 
gishness which prevailed in the trade for the 
former and left the market in a satisfactory 
condition.
